BETTER SAFEGUARDS oe 


Distinguished Speakers Inspired by 
the Scranton Mining Disaster, 


PHILADELPHIA, April _7.—Charles Wa- 
gel, Secretary of Commerce and Labor, 
presided to-night at a session of the Amer- 


ican Academy of Political and Social Sci- 
ence, when “ Industrial Accidents in the 
Unitea States and Their Prevention” was 
the topic of discussion. ‘ 

“The terrible disaster to-day at Scran- 
ton, news of which reached me only a few 
hours ago,”’ said Mr, Nagel, ** is the most 
powerful argument for the necessity: of 
acting upon the subjects we will discuss 
to-night." He dwelt on the excesive per- 
centage of industrial accidents, and said 
that while he isa believer in individualism 
there is'a point where the idividual can~- 
not protect himself; and the State must 
step in and protect him. " 

“While I believe that the State has not 
authority to enforée a system .of com- 
pulsory accident insurance, it should lead 
the way,” he continued. Failure of em- 
ployers to realize the necesity of safe- 
guarding their employes had resulted in 
a storm of indignation, the effect of which 
was shown in excessive awards of dam- 
ages by jurors and in extreme legislative 
enactiments. 

Mrs, Crystal Eastman, Secretary of the 
New York State Commission .on Employ- 
ers’ Liability and Causes of Industrial 
Accidents, Unemployment, and Lack of 
Farm Labor, favored heavy penalties for 
violations of-the factory laws. 

“Those responsible. for loss of life in 
preventable industrial accidents are guilty 
of murder,” déclared Florence , Kelley, 
General Secretary of the National .Con- 
sumers’ League: 

J. C. Delaney, Chief Factory Inspector 
of Pennsylvania, said that there should 
be legislation that will prevent the manu- 
facturer from installing machinery that 
is not equipped with the best and most 
modern safeguards.

CHECKING TUBERCULOSIS. 


State's - Fight Proving Effective— 
Hereditary Theory Disproved. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, April 7.—That there is a 
uniform -léssening of the number of 
deaths 4rom pulmonary tuberculosis in 
this State is shown.in a report made 
public to-day by the State Department 
of Health. ‘This improvement is trace- 
able to the activity manifested in the 


tuberculosis camepalet of the last three 
years, according. to Dr.. E.. H. Porter, 
State Commissioner of Health. 

The number of deaths from tuberculosis 
in New . York 28 in 1885 was 7,159, 
and in the entire tog in that year the 
total was, 11,235. he records show that 
in 1910 New Yori: TOity's total was 8,690, 
and the State’s total 14,047,:but the in- 
crease was not in proportion to the in- 
crease in the ulation. In February 
of this year the otal number of deaths 
from consumption in this State was 1,245, 
while the total number from all causes 
was 12, tuberculosis causing about 
one-tenth of all the deaths. 

The a Health Department has been 
working in co-operation with :the State 
Charities Aid Association ina systematic 
campaign Be rs the disease, and it has 
appealed to the Legislature for a larger 
appropriation to carry on the war.

RESULT OF FOLK’S CRUSADE 


C. H. Turner, Who Confessed in Boodle LS ae 


Cases, Is Dead, and Conviction of 
_Wainwright Is Doubtful.

ST,, LOUIS, Mo., April 7.—Ellis Wain- 
wright, retired millionaire ‘brewer, in- 
dicted for bribery in the Suburban Rali- 
way boodle scandal in 1902, and who 
has been a fugitive in Paris ever since, 
walked into Judge Hitchcock’s court, at 
the Four Courts, this morning, and sur- 
rendered. Within fifteen minutes the 
long-sought alleged boodler, having given 
$20,000: bail, with Augusta A. Busgh,: C. 
Marquard Forster, and Herman C. 8Stifel 
@s sureties, was on the way to the St. 
Louis Club, where he is to live. 

Only Circuit Attorney Jones and Sher- 


j iff Nolte knew of Wainwright's coming, 


having been told last night ‘by M. G, 
Reynolds, Wainwright's attorney. Jones 
announced, as soon as Wainwright had 
given bond, that he will ask .former Gov. 
Folk, now in San Francisco, to prose- 
cute, for the State. The penalty is two 
to seven ‘years in the penitentiary. Folk 
said ‘several months ago if Wainwright 
returned he would aid in the proseou- 
tion, 


“All the evidence necessary for the 
Wainwright ' trial is intact in my office,” 
said Circuit Attorney Jones, after the 
surrender. “Not a paper {is missing. 
Even the exceptions noted in the other 
bribery trials will be easily accessible. 


The payers in my office include the 
much ed-of confession of Charles H. 
Turner. It is my personal opinion as a 
lawyer that this confession cannot be 
used against Wainwright bécause Turner 
is dead.”* 

Jones said that Wainwright will be 
tried in Judge Hitchcock‘s court as soon 
as possible, ,but that he will make no 
recommendation as to the date for trial 
until he has consulted Folk. > 

It ig understood that Wainwright was 
informed by St. Louis lawyers that the! 
chance of conviction was so remote that 
it was perfectly safe for him to return 
and stand trial. 

Wainwright was the first of the many | 
men of great wealth to be indicted by | sq 
the famous “ boodle’’. Grand Jury of 
nine years ago, when Folk was Circuit 
Attorney of St. Louis. FPolk’s crusade, 
the pioneer of many that followed in 
other cities, landed him in the Guberna- 
toMal chair, and his record as Chief 
Executive of the State has made him a 
Presidential possibility In 1912. Folk sent ' 
many boodlers to the penitentiary, anc 
one still has a term that has not expired, 

Wainwright has lived in «splendor in 
Paris and Monte Carlo since he became 
an exile, and has been host to many 
millionaire Americans. He was travel- 
ing in Egypt when he was indicted, nine 
— ogo, and refused to return to St. 

uis

n the danger of 4 famine without lim- 
iting the’ amount used in manufacto-

The questions of improved meters, 
feed-pipe valves, and the stopping of 
leaks'in water mains are more or less 
technical, and need not now be discussed. 
The duty of the ordinary citizen to con- 
quer his bad habit/ft wasting water as 
if the supply was unlimited /is more to 
the point. Doubtless this city is far 
behing some others in the use of me- 
chanical appliances which tend td ,pre- 
vent waste and an intelligent regula: 
tion of the distribution of water. But

~j needs, and there will be more in the 


near future. There will nevér be 
enough, however, to justify reckless 
waste. 


THE INVASION OF THE SPOILSMEN. 
The spollsmen are having their way 
at Albany to an unfdrtunate degree. 
The Governor’s Civil Service Commis- 
sion—to which he promised to appoint 
men in sympathy with the merit system 
—has begun very weakly, to use a‘mild 
term. z os mA 

It has ylelded to the request of the 
Controller and of the State Engineer to 
exempt from competitive examination 
a large number ‘of appointments for 

which competition had been showh, in 
actual practice, to be entirely practica- 
ble. Owing to the vigorous opposition 
© this action it was taken with some 
hebitation, being held over in part for 
several meetings. But it has finally 
been completed. It was inferred from 
the delay that possibly the Governor, 
whose assent is necessary, had intimat- 
ed that the Commission wad taking an 
erroneous course. If that was the case, 
the Commission has determined not to 
change, and the two Democratic mem- 
bers have finally acceded to the wishes 
of Messrs. SOHMER ’nd BENSEL. 

If the Governor gives his assent, the 
precedent will be a very bad one, and 
the spoilsmen Il take great eneour- 
agement from it. The successful lead- 
ers inthe attack on the merit-system 
are both high in the favor of. Tammany 
Hall. They represerit the boss who has 
triumphed in the Sénatorship fight. 
The fruits of their victory, may be ex- 
pected to be at the disposition of Mr. 
Murpxr, and will give him some $150,- 
000 a year of patronage .to begin with, 
and no One knows how much more in 
the long run. We should havethere- 
fore, the first substantial establishnient 
of the Tamman many régime in - State 
Government. 

Of course this is all dependent on the 
assent of the Governor. The decision 
rests wholly with him, and the responsi- 
bility is ‘his, and his alone, We shall 
not believe, until we are compelled to 
do so, that he will repudiate-the pledges 
made by him, of~his own free will, be- 
fore the election.

THE TREATY WITH RUSSIA. 

It may, be assumed, that, under our 
treaty of 1832 with Russia, both coun- 
tries enjoy privileges of which they 
would not willingl¥ be deprived. Treat- 
ies of commerce and amity are made for 
mutual protection and in the interests 
of both contracting parties. The guar- 
antees given are reciprocal, the priv- 
fleges accordéd are of value to both. 
A treaty that wag wholly onesided, 
from which only one of the parties to 
the compact derived’ any advantage, 
would hardly survive the discovery that 
it ‘was onesided. The fact~ that our 
convention with Russia has beén in 
force for more than three-quarters of 
@ century is pretty good evidence that 
ft is of mutual benefit. 

The argument that the resolutions in- 
troduced separately in the Senate and 
House directing the President to de- 
nounce the treaty of 1832 because of 
Russia's persistent passport discrimina- 
tions against Jews who are American 
citizens, and that the abrogation of 
the treaty woud involve us in com- 
mercial difficulties and embarrass- 
ments of a very serious nature, over- 
looks-,the very great probability that 
Russia would dislike quite as much as 
ourselves to have the treaty abrogated. 
Our own position is that we ask Russia 
to accept the natural construction of 
the language of the treaty, which de- 
clares that ‘the inhabitants of each 
country. shall be at liberty to sojourn 
and reside in all parts of the territories 
of the other, a construction which she 
rejects by refusing to grant’ the priv- 
ifeges of passport and of entry to Amer- 
ican-Jéewish citizens. The question is 
not exclusively a Jewish oné, however, 
since restrictions are imposed upon the 
Roman Catholic clergy and upon -the 
ministers of other denominations in 
some cases. As Russia has declined our 
repeated’ request for modification of 
her passport policy, the authors of the 
House andSenate resolutions are seek- 
ing the abrogation of the treaty in 
the hope, we suppose, that one of more 
precise and liberal provisions may be 
negotiated ‘in its place. 

The position of the Administration is 
that the dentumelation of the treaty, 
while it would obviously lead to com- 
mercial “embarrassment, would not 
mend/ matters in respect to passport 
privileges, since Russia, it is expected, 
would continue to insist upon her right 

to enforce Such domestic regulations ag 
she saw fit to establish. That view ap- 
pears necessarily to involve the admis- 
sion that’ Russia sets no great value 
‘upon the existing treaty. It might 
prove that she would be as much in-, 
disposed’ as ourselves to put an \end 
to it. X

No atructural faults in the building and 
no inadequacy of exits create this possi- 
bility of disaster, for in most of the New 
York theatres nowadays, and in all the 
best of them, little or no criticism on 
those grounds could be justified. What 
makes the lobbies such dangerous places 
during the nightly period of delay if the 
frequency with which both young men 
and old ones light their cigarettes the in- 
stant they pass the auditorium entrance. 
This they do while standing in. close 
proximity to women clothed in fluttering 
garments of the most inflammable m- 
terials, and the carelesspess with which 
the smokers dispose of the matches they 
use is extremely trying to tie nerves of 
observers who realize what would be the 
consequences if one of the crowding wo- 
mep were suddenly to find hergelf wrapped 
in inextinguishable flames.

WOOLEN UNDERWEAR AND COLDS 


Remarks Upon Their B exes to 
Tariff -and Being eeced. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

When in London last Summer I bought some 
real Australian wool underwear at about half 
the price I would have’ paid at home Al- 
thotgh past the threescore-and-ten limit of 
age, I have been entirely free from such colds 
as- have been prevalent. Good woolen under- 
clothing is essential for most persons during 
the Winter in this uncertain climate. Infants 
and children especially require it. Our manu-- 
facturers of such goods aré skillful and usé-up- 
to-date machinery. They are denied access to 
the markets of the world when they want 
Proper material. They are foreed to use all 
kinds of miserable substitutes, such as fly, 
card waste, olly card waite, and clippings in 
cotton and shoddy, and noils instead of fleece 
wool. Noils are the short woolen fibre from 
the worsted machinery. They would make a 

sort of shirt for St. Anthony or the Duke 
ft Argyle. The fibre is so short that one or 
two washingsdispose of it. The buyer then 
has @ cotton garment when he fancied it was 
wool. 

A flock master, according to Lawrence, f 
one who owns six or more sheap, (the word 
squnds lofty,) and the small sheep owner is 
pleased because hig wool is protected, while he 
himself is fleeced on everything he buys. The 
Willson bill was good for the manufacturers— 
free material and uniform duty of 60 per cent.

THE TENURE OF JUDGES. 


Present Terms Ought Not to be Dis. 
turbed by the Legislature. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The vice of the bill pending in the Legis- 
lature removing the Judges of the Court of 
Claims -will, be appreciated if the application 
of the principle of such legislation is carried 
to its limit.

The upward move of the old crop position 
continued unabated during yesterday's session, 
with good support from bulls noticeable, al- 
though as prices advanced offerings appeared 
to be emanating from important holders. The 
new crop months continued to lag, and it is 
thought that the short interest has been fairly 
well eliminated at the moment or else shorts 
are not easily intimidated, while generally 
favorable crop advices restrain outside inquiry. 
The consensus of opinion was that as May 
reached its previous high of 14.63 offerings 
front the South would be in larger volume, and 
acting on this supposition there seemed to be 
quite a little selling. Some authorities, how- 
ever, are claiming that bulls intend to absorb 
these Southern offerings should they make 
their appearance on this advance, and pre- 
dictions were heard of higher prices for the 
old crop deliveries in the near future.
